In  spite  of  a disappointing  real  estate  situation  which  has  affected  every  section 
of  and  individual  in  Florida  during  the  past  year ; in  spite  of  the  storm  disaster,  which 
was  felt  directly  or  indirectly  by  every  citizen  of  our  State ; in  spite  of  some  vicious 
propaganda,  aimed  at  our  Society  by  contemptible  character  assassins,  (who  have  no 
regard  for  the  truth,  and  live  only  to  destroy),  and  in  spite  of  the  largest  deficit  that

The  Biggest-Hearted  Family  In  Florida 

No,  you  probably  will  never  see  their  names  emblazoned  in  any  bronze  monument 
or  tablet,  nor  will  you  likely  see  their  names  in  any  public  Roll  of  Honor,  or  see  any 
parade  given  as  they  come  to  town,  or  have  any  flags  flying  at  half-mast — when  they 
have  finished  their  wonderful  lives  of  genuine  Christian  service  on  this  earth,  but 
they  will  deserve  all  this  and  more  just  the  same,  but  because  they  are  so  quiet  and 
modest,  few  will  ever  know  of  their  remarkable  service. 

Several  years  ago  they  first  took  one  of  our  difficult  problem  boys,  as  they  were 
not  blessed  with  children  of  their  own.  This  boy  would  have  been  returned  promptly 
by  any  other  family,  for  he  has  been  a constant  problem,  a source  of  worry  and 
trouble,  but  this  family  had  taken  Lorenzo  to  raise  as  their  very  own,  and  they  have 
“seen  him  through,”  he  now  being  in  a college  in  our  State — doing  well. 

A year  or  two  later  this  family  took  a wee  baby  boy,  with  double  club  feet,  a 
child  that  other  families  had  shunned  as  he  lay  in  a crib  in  our  Baby  Cottage,  but 
this  family  saw  a fine  chance  for  real  service,  so  they  took  little  Joe,  and  after  special 
operations,  costing  hundreds  of  dollars,  and  great  worry  and  suspense,  they  have  given 
to  little  Joe  the  normal  use  of  his  limbs,  and  he  in  turn  has  proved  to  be  the  biggest 
blessing  in  their  home. 

Last  summer,  when  a vicious  stepfather  killed  the  mother  of  three  fine  girlies, 
and  then  killed  himself,  leaving  these  girlies  homeless,  heartbroken  with  grief  and 
loss,  and  the  children  were  committed  to  our  Society  to  be  placed  out  for  adoption, 
isn’t  it  strange  that  only  one  family  in  all  of  Florida — among  the  thousands  who  read 
of  that  gruesome  tragedy — were  willing  to  give  a home  to  those  girlies,  and  that 
that  one  family  should  be  the  same  family  who  had  already  given  a home  to  two  of 
our  homeless  boys?  Yes,  and  the  girls  are  happy  and  doing  well,  and  have  found  a 
permanent  home  in  the  delightful  home  of  one  of  the  Directors  of  our  work. 

Can  3^ou  think  of  anything  more  wonderful,  more  genuinely  Christian?  Don’t 
you  wish  we  could  find  a few  more  such  wonderful  families  in  our  State?  We  do — 
will  you  be  one? 
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Futting  Humanity  Into  Figures 

We  cannot  use  space  enough  to  tell  our  contributors  and  friends  the  details  of 
every  one  of  the  1803  children  referred  to  us  for  aid  and  care  during  the  past  year, 
but  we  do  want  to  tell  of  a few  special  cases,  which  will  give  some  small  indication 
of  the  varied  problems  that  confront  us,  and  that  will  give  some  idea  of  the  service 
that  the  Home  Society  has  rendered  to  these  1803  little  ones  during  the  twelve  months 
of  1926. 


Pleading  For  a Good  Home,  Together

Pairs,  Trios,  Quartets  and

For  instance,  our  friends  may  be  in- 
terested to  learn  that  nineteen  families 
the  past  year  took  two  children  each,  six 
families  took  three  children  each,  four 
families  took  four  children  each,  and  one 
family  that  had  already  taken  two  chil- 
dren took  three  more,  and  are  expecting 
to  take  one  more  child  soon.  In  addition  to 
these  group  placements  we  want  to  tell 
you  of  two  of  the  many  families  that  we 
have  kept  together,  as  indicating  the  con- 
structive service  we  are  really  rendering 
in  our  effort  to  save  the  homes  and 
families  of  our  State — homes  and  fami- 
lies being  the  greatest  and  most  valuable 
asset  of  every  State  and  Nation. 


The  Five  Rosenthals 


Following  the  desertion  of  a cruel  father,  the  ill  health  of  a brokenhearted 
mother,  the  court  in  one  of  our  counties  committed  five  lovely  children  to  our  Society 
to  be  placed  out  for  adoption,  thus  robbing  the  mother  of  her  little  ones  forever,  if — 
we  had  not  found  a way  to  save  them  for  the  mother,  who  frantically  appealed  to 
us  to  give  her  a chance  to  keep  her  little  family  from  being  broken  up.  We  gave  her 
the  chance,  helped  her  get  on  her  feet,  helped  her  secure  employment  as  a nurse,  and 
by  adding  a regular  allowance  to  the  mother’s  income  each  month,  we  have  saved 
these  five  fine  little  youngsters  from  permanent  separation  from  a good  mother,  the 
best  little  mother  in  the  world  to  them,  and  have  given  the  mother  a real  incentive 
to  live,  and  become  as  near  self-supporting  as  possible.  Who  can  measure  the  real 
value  of  one  home,  one  family,  one  group  of  children — being  saved  to  our  State  and 
Nation?  Wouldn’t  you  like  to  help  us  continue  to  give  the  allowance  to  this  worthy 
little  mother  and  her  family  of  bright,  attractive  children?  We  will  use  your  con- 
tribution for  this  particular  family — if  }^ou  ask  us  to  do  so — gladly. 


Five  Merer ews  Are  Kept  Together 

Another  group  of  five  wonderful  little  youngsters  whose  father  was  a drunken, 
cruel  specimen  of  humanity,  and  whose  mother  had,  because  of  abuse  and  cruelty, 
become  discouraged  to  the  point  where  she  hardly  cared  what  became  of  herself  and 
her  little  ones,  came  under  our  care  early  during  the  past  year  through  court  com- 
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mitment,  as  the  court  felt  that  the  welfare  of  the  children  should  be  considered  above 
that  of  the  parents,  who  had  failed  to  measure  up  to  their  obligations  and  respon- 
sibilities. 

It  seemed  a hopeless  task  to  consider  any  plan  that  would  re-establish  that  broken 
home,  but  finally  through  the  aid  of  a devoted  grandmother,  and  a young,  strong, 
thoughtful  uncle,  who  was  willing  to  devote  all  his  earnings  to  the  support  of  the 
children  and  the  mother,  we  were  able  to  effect  a rehabilitation  of  the  whole  family, 
therefore  in  place  of  five  little  brothers  and  sisters  scattered  about  the  State  in  other 
homes,  and  the  mother  left  to  lead  a listless,  heart-broken  life,  we  are  glad  to  an- 
nounce that  as  this  report  is  read,  the  five  lovely  youngsters  and  their  mother,  her- 
self hard  at  work  doing  her  part,  the  young  uncle  and  the  devoted  grandmother  are 
all  together  in  a happy  home,  no  longer  to  be  kicked  and  cuffed  about  by  a hard, 
cruel,  drunken  father.  Yes,  it  cost  our  Society  considerable  money  to  keep  the  five 
children  while  we  worked  for  several  months  on  a suitable  solution  of  this  family 
problem,  but,  really,  can  you  think  of  anything  more  fundamental  or  constructive  or 
worthwhile  than  the  saving  of  our  State’s  homes,  families,  mothers  and  children? 

Don’t  you  want  to  invest  some  of  your  funds  in  this  kind  of  genuine  service  to 
Humanity  and  our  great  State? 


Thousands  of  Dollars  For  An  Arm 

Many  years  ago  a homeless  little  fellow  came  under  our  care,  because  of  a home 
broken  by  infidelity  and  neglect.  In  due  time  the  lad  insisted  on  striking  out  in  the 
world  for  himself.  He  secured  a position  in  a sawmill,  where  one  day  a big  buzz 
saw  caught  hold  of  his  shirt  sleeve,  and  in  the  twinkle  of  an  eye  his  arm  was  gone 
forever.  Attorneys  for  our  Society  represented  the  lad  in  a suit  against  the  Company, 
who  had  no  right  to  employ  so  young  a lad  on  so  dangerous  a machine,  the  suit  being 
brought  by  your  Superintendent  as  the  lad’s  “next  friend.”  After  years  of  waiting, 
following  a successful  trial  and  verdict,  the  other  day,  over  three  thousand  dollars 
was  paid  over  to  the  young  man,  a real  nest  egg  to  start  him  in  some  small  business 
for  himself. 

Without  our  aid,  he  would  never  have  won  his  case,  and  might  have  become  a 
beggar  on  the  streets.  This  was  a constructive  service,  one  of  many  performed  for 
“others”  every  day  in  every  week  in  every  year. 


A Thief  or  a Man — Which? 

No,  our  Society  does  not  have  any  facilities  for  the  care  of  delinquent  boys  or 
girls.  We  do  not  conduct  a reform  school,  yet  every  now  and  again  we  are  enabled 
to  help  some  boy  or  girl  from  becoming  a confirmed  criminal — a menace  to  society. 

Recently  a find  lad — the  oldest  of  a batch  of  children — in  a poor  family  home  in 
a nearby  county — was  reported  to  us  by  another  social  agency.  He  had  already 
“served  a term”  at  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  we  were  informed,  had 
returned  on  parole,  had  stolen  more  bicycles,  and  seemed  “ungovernable”  at  home, 
but  “he  had  a lot  of  good  in  him,”  and  would  we  please  give  him  a chance.  Against 
our  better  judgment  we  did.  Our  first  efforts  seemed  fruitless.  About  the  first  or 
second  Sunday — the  lad,  sitting  next  to  a wealthy  man  in  church — spied  a fine  silver 
cigarette  case,  which  he  “swiped,”  and,  “swiping”  a bicycle  just  outside,  off  he  rode. 
We  soon  located  him,  had  him  return  the  “stolen  goods,”  gave  him  kindly,  helpful 
advice,  befriended  him,  encouraged  him,  and  now  after  many  months  in  our  Receiving 
Home,  he  has  become  a first-class  Scout,  is  doing  well  in  school,  is  making  a fine 
record  in  every  way,  and  seems  to  have  set  his  face  to  the  things  worthwhile  in  life, 
and  we  believe  will  make  good. 
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Santa  Clause  came  to  visit  some  of  our  children,  in  person,  last  Christinas — through  the  courtesy 
of  John  A.  Cunningham,  a member  of  our  Board— -with  oodles  of  toys> — n’ everything 
As  usual  he  is  still  our  most  popular  visitor 


From  Homelessness  To 
Valedictorian 

Among  the  little  group  of  orphan 
and  homeless  children  that  came  under 
our  care  in  1920,  when  our  Society  was 
invited  to  take  over  the  Pearl  Eagan 
Home  for  Children,  in  Pensacola,  to  con- 
duct it  as  the  West  Florida  Branch  of 
our  Work,  was  a little  light-haired,  blue- 
eyed, sad-faced  girl  named  Bertha. 

Bertha  was  sad,  for  she  had  lost  her 
home,  her  people,  everything  that  she  once 
held  dear,  but  she  was  not  without  am- 
bition; in  fact,  poor  and  homeless,  she 
was  determined  to  secure  an  education 
and  become  a real  school  teacher. 


Last  year,  because  our  Society  had 
made  it  possible  for  her  to  go  to  a fine 
training  school  for  girls  up  in  Georgia, 
and  because  Bertha  had  fought  hard  every 
day  for  six  long  years,  to  be  the  best 

pupil  in  her  class,  Bertha  graduated  from  that  training  school  with  the  highest 
honors  of  her  class,  because  of  which  she  was  chosen  as  the  Valedictorian  of  her  class. 


A dandy  pair  of  bright  twin  sisters  whom  our 
Society  is  sending  to  a special  Girls 
Training  School.  Two  of  the 
Sixty-five 
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Her  graduation  address  would  have  done  justice  to  any  university  graduate,  and 
her  devotion  to  her  studies  was  an  inspiration  to  every  pupil  at  the  school. 

Bertha  is  now  attending  a higher  college  of  learning  in  Florida,  has  already  won 
the  hearts  and  confidence  of  the  entire  faculty,  and  is  on  the  way  to  becoming  a real 
teacher. 

Yes,  it  has  cost  us  over  a thousand  dollars  to  give  Bertha  these  six  years  of 
education  and  training,  but  we  honestly  feel  that  we  could  not  have  spent  any  of 
our  funds  more  wisely — do  you? 

We  have  sixty-five  older  girls  and  boys  away  in  special  schools — we  hope  they 
will  all  do  as  well  as  Bertha.  Wouldn’t  you  like  to  help  us  give  similar  opportunity 
to  others  this  year? 


Saved  From  Worse  Than  Death 

Can  you  imagine  just  how  you  would  feel  if  some  night  you  would  be  awakened 
by  the  shrieks  of  a little  thirteen-year-old  girl,  shrieking  her  lungs  and  heart  out,  in 
an  effort  to  save  herself  from  the  immoral  tortures  of  a veritable  beast  of  a man, 
who  had  overpowered  her?  Wouldn’t  your  blood  run  cold,  and  your  temper  rise  high, 
and  if  you  got  your  hands  on  such  a villain  wouldn’t  you  be  tempted  to  deal  harshly 
with  him  ? 

Fortunately,  for  the  little  girl,  her  cries  were  heard,  and  now  Roberta  is  under 
our  care,  being  loved  and  protected,  while  the  abominable  villain  lies  in  jail — awaiting 
a second  trial — the  first  trial  resulting  in  a “hung  jury” — with  a vote  of  eleven  to  one 
for  conviction,  we  are  informed.  Wouldn’t  you  like  to  know  the  one  man  who  stood 
out  on  such  a jury. 

We  hope  to  secure  a conviction  next  time,  not  only  to  give  proper  punishment  to 
such  a villain,  but  to  assure  protection  for  Roberta  and  many  others  like  her,  whose 
lives  would  not  be  safe  were  such  a contemptible  scoundrel  at  large. 

This  is  just  one  of  the  special  services  we  have  rendered  during  the  past  year  to 
exactly  1803  Florida  children  in  need. 


An  Eleven-Year~Old  Girlie  Marries  A Veteran 
Aged  S event y~nine 

Do  you  realize  that  in  Florida  anybody  of  any  age  can  be  married?  That 
people  who  are  insane,  feeble-minded,  epileptic,  in  the  last  stages  of  ^venereal  disease 
or  tuberculosis,  can  marry  in  our  wonderful  State?  It  is  true — sad!  ’tis  true. 

A few  months  ago  Falivia,  a mere  slip  of  a child  eleven  years  of  age,  whose 
mother  had  died,  and  whose  father  wanted  to  get  rid  of  her,  was  given  by  that  father 
in  marriage  to  an  old  Confederate  Soldier,  seventy-nine  years  of  age — think  of  it.  It 
seems  impossible  that  any  father  could  do  such  a thing,  or  that  any  man  about  to  end 
life’s  journey  would  have  been  willing  to  subject  a little  girlie  to  the  responsibilities 
and  obligations  of  marriage,  or  that  any  official  could  have  been  found  who  for  a 
dollar  or  two,  would  have  performed  the  ceremony — but  all  these  things  were  done. 

Fortunately  for  the  little  girl  the  news  of  the  marriage  spread  quickly,  and  before 
any  physical  harm  had  come  to  Falivia  the  matter  was  reported  to  our  Society,  re- 
sulting in  our  rescuing  the  child  immediately,  Falivia  being  brought  to  Jacksonville, 
where  she  is  now  going  to  school  and  playing  with  her  dolls  as  any  other  normal 
child,  while  our  attorneys  are  having  the  marriage  annulled,  so  that  Falivia  no  longer 
will  be  a Mrs.  , but  will  start  as  a little  girl  all  over  again. 

No,  we  do  not  save  Falivia’s  every  day— Thank  goodness  we  do  not  need  to,  but 
don’t  you  agree  that  it  is  high  time  that  Florida  made  such  and  other  improper  mar- 
riages impossible  in  the  future?  We  do. 
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Saved  From  Going  Totally  Blind 

Robert,  a lad  of  fifteen  years,  homeless  and  barely  able  to  see,  came  under  our 
care  a few  months  ago,  reported  as  “going  stone  blind.”  The  first  specialist  to  examine 
the  lad  stated  that  there  was  absolutely  no  hope,  that  it  was  just  a question  of  time 
before  Robert  would  lose  the  last  vestige  of  sight.  We  sent  him  to  the  State  School 
for  the  Blind,  from  which  he  ran  away,  as  he  felt  that  he  was  not  wanted  where  other 
pupils  were  really  blind.  We,  therefore,  had  him  examined  by  another  specialist,  who 
after  a long  period  of  tests  and  hospital  examinations,  found  that  the  one  eye  was 
hopelessly  lost  forever,  but  that  the  other  eye  was  good  as  ever,  and  could  be  saved 
probably,  by  special  treatment  and  care. 

Robert,  whose  heart  was  utterly  crushed  when  the  first  reports  were  made  to 
him  of  the  hopelessness  of  his  situation,  has  taken  on  new  courage,  and  we  hope  our 
efforts  to  save  the  one  eye  will  be  permanently  successful — don’t  you? 

We  Never  Give  Up 

The  “problem  child”  is  a matter  of  common  discussion  now  everywhere,  and  all 
sorts  of  remedies  are  being  prescribed.  Sometimes  it  seems  that  a large  part  of  the 
children  nowadays  are  “problem  children,”  as  many  of  us  no  doubt  would  have  been 
classed  in  our  early  years,  if  we  had  had  psychiatrists  and  psychologists,  pediatricians, 
etc.,  when  we  were  kiddies. 

Well,  anyway,  we  have  been  trying  for  years  to  solve  the  problem  of  our  attractive 
bright  little  girlie,  who  had  the  “runaway  fever,”  and  could  put  Baron  Munchhausen 
in  the  shade,  when  it  came  to  telling  falsehoods  that  read  like  the  wildest  fairy  tales. 

Recently  we  sent  this  girlie  to  Boston,  the  hub  of  America’s  intelligence,  we  are 
• told,  where  they  have  the  Nation’s  finest  specialists  of  every  kind,  who  are  solving 
the  problems  and  complexes  of  the  country’s  problem  children. 

We  do  not  know  the  results  as  yet,  but  one  thing  we  are  sure  of,  and  that  is 
that  we  are  “doing  all  that  can  be  done”  to  give  this  child  the  benefit  of  the  best  this 
Nation  can  give  along  these  lines,  for  we  believe  that  the  people  of  Florida  expect 
us  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  give  to  every  child  the  chance  in  life  that  God  intended 
every  little  child  to  have,  therefore  “we  never  give  up” — we  can’t  afford  to  do  it — 
it  wouldn’t  be  right — you  wouldn’t  give  up  if  she  were  your  child,  would  you?

If  you  feel  that  the  world  isn’t  treating  you  just  right,  that  your  burdens  are  pretty 
heavy,  may  we  suggest  that  you  go  out  to  Hope  Haven,  Jacksonville’s  newest  convales- 
cent Home  for  children,  and  see  a little  lad  out  there,  crippled  and  twisted,  whose  little 
body  is  almost  entirely  covered  with  plaster  casts,  in  an  effort  to  give  to  him  someday 
the  normal  use  of  the  little  body  that  God  has  placed  a soul  in,  that  is  precious  in  His 
sight. 

This  little  chap  came  to  our  Society  homeless  and  helpless,  unwanted,  uncared 
for,  in  a desperate  condition.  Through  real  co-operation  with  our  good  friends  in 
charge  of  Hope  Haven  and  their  orthopedic  specialists,  this  little  lad  is  now  on  the 
way  to  a normal  life  and  body. 

Isn’t  it  great  to  have  this  wonderful  service  performed?  Aren’t  you  glad  you  have 
invested  some  of  your  means  in  our  fine  service  to  Florida’s  little  ones  in  need? 


Conquering  The  Thread  White  Plague 

Hope  Haven  is  helping  us  do  another  wonderfully  worthwhile  job,  for  five  little 
Syrian  children,  whose  mother  was  taken  from  them  by  the  “white  plague”  of  tuber- 
culosis, and  whose  father  is  having  a desperate  struggle  out  in  the  open  in  his  fight 
for  life — against  the  dread  disease. 

For  these  five  little  youngsters  lived  in  the  home  where  the  “white  plague”  had 
won  the  battle  with  their  mother,  and  they  too  would  soon  have  been  victims,  had  we 
not  gotten  them  away  just  in  time. 

Soon  these  children — responding  to  fresh  milk,  fresh  eggs,  fresh  air,  sunlight, 
kindly  and  efficient  care,  will  be  able  to  dance  and  frolic  about,  free  from  disease, 
ready  to  live  normal,  healthy  lives.  Can  you  think  of  anything  more  wonderful  or 
more  worthwhile  ?

We  are  glad  to  report  progress.  Essie  walks  pretty  well  now  with  the  aid  of 
crutches,  braces  and  casts,  and  Elizabeth  declares  she  will  soon  “beat  Essie  m a 
walking  race.”  So  we  feel  very  hopeful,  and  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  specialists  who 
have  done  so  much,  and  to  the  Endeavorers  without  whose  continued  and  loyal  help, 
these  two  little  girlies  would  have  remained  hopeless  cripples,  and  been  robbed  of 
education  and  a chance  to  be  happy  in  service  to  others.

serious  event,  and  who  would  have  felt  very  faint  if  the  one  had  been  twins,  and  who 
would  have  “dropped  over”  if  they  had  been  triplets,  you  can  imagine  something  of 
what  it  means  to  have  children  come  in,  in  half-dozen  lots. 

Think  of  six  baths,  six  outfits  for  new  children,  six  new  hats,  six  pairs  of  shoes, 
six  of  everything,  six  new  beds  to  make,  six  new  places  at  the  table,  all  unannounced, 
and  unexpected — it  is  no  small  joke;  it  is  a serious  problem. 

But  just  think  of  what  a small  part  of  1803  one  batch  of  six  children  is,  can  you 
imagine  what  a family  like  that  means  ? Is  it  any  wonder  that  we  are  obliged  to  ask  the 
people  of  the  whole  State  of  Florida  to  help  shoe — hat — tie — ribbon  and  feed  the  family? 


Mothers  Should  Keep  Their  Babies  Through 
Nursing  Period — At  Least 

Frequentl}^  we  are  asked  if  we  receive  children  born  out  of  wedlock  and  our 
answer  is  yes,  when  the  mothers  are  willing  to  do  their  part  by  them,  by  which  we 
mean  that  the  mother  must  be  willing  to  keep  the  child  at  least  for  several  months, 
through  the  nursing  period,  for  we  have  found  in 
twenty-five  years’  experience  in  such  cases  that  the 
breast-fed  babies  seldom  die  in  babyhood,  and  that 
mothers  who  nurse  their  babies  invariably  keep 
them,  and  seldom  ever  get  into  the  same  difficulty 
again ; many  of  them  marry  either  the  father  of 
their  child,  or  some  other  good  man — willing  to 
help  a willing  mother  to  keep  her  child. 

We  believe  that  agencies  that  make  it  easy  for 
mothers  to  get  rid  of  their  babies  are  a menace  to 
society,  and  have  no  right  to  the  support  of  the 
contributing  public. 

Some  months  ago  a young  woman  with  a babe 
in  her  arms  came  to  our  office,  the  girl’s  father 
having  motored  up  from  down  the  State  to  give 
away  the  baby  in  Jacksonville.  They  were  directed 
to  our  office.  We  told  them  of  our  policy  of  keep- 
ing mothers  and  wee  babies  together  through  the  month-old  baby  ts  the  beginning 

nursing  period.  The  girls  father  refused  to  per-  Want  one  like  him? 
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mit  the  daughter  to  keep  the  child,  but  was  finally  persuaded  to  do  so.  Today  the 
child  is  in  our  Baby  Cottage,  a fine,  healthy,  rugged,  happy  little  lad,  the  mother  is 
paying  for  his  support,  and  hopes  soon  to  provide  a home  of  her  own  for  him,  for 
she  feels  that  she  could  not  live  without  her  child. 

Doesn’t  this  sound  to  you  like  the  proper  method  of  dealing  with  this  age-old 
problem  ? 


Yes^  We  Actually  Saved  His  Life! 

A lad  eight  years  old  was  reported  to  us  a few  months  ago,  dying  from  Brights 
Disease;  no  hope  being  entertained  for  his  recovery.  His  parents  had  separated,  the 
lad  being  left  to  die.  By  prompt  service  we  were  able  to  secure  immediate  hospital 
care  for  the  lad,  his  father  was  located  and  encouraged  to  bear  a part  of  the  expense, 
and  today  the  lad  is  alive,  fighting  a slow,  but  we  believe  a sure  fight,  to  overcome 
disease  and  death,  and  who  knows,  but  that  one  day  he  will  help  support  the  Society 
that  came  into  his  life  just  in  time  to  stay  off  the  Hand  of  Death,  which  seemed  so 
sure  of  taking  the  lad’s  life.

Finally,  they  went  to 

the  Poor  Farm  to  stay,  so  they  could  have  enough  to  eat  While  they  were  there,  a kind  man 

begged  Walter’s  mother  to  give  the  little  fellow 
*u  uT  -F  baby  ways  and  his  big  brown  eyes.  His  mother  cried  and  cried,  but 

she  thought  it  was  better  for  her  little  boy  to  go  where  he  would  never  be  hungry  again*  so 
She  gave  him  to  the  kind  man  and  woman  and  they  adopted  him  and  brought  him  to  Florida 

Now,  after  a while,  this  man  and_  woman  became  less  kind,  and  they  grew  tired  of  Walter.’ 

tie  outgrew  his  baby  ways  and  his  brown  eyes  learned  to  frown  sometimes.  The  man  and 
woman  grew  tired  of  each  other  also  and  one  went  off  in  a boat  and  the  other  went  away  to 
the  cold  country.  And  they  left  Walter  sick  in  the  hospital.  He  was  worse  off  than  he  had 
been  seven  years  before,  because  he  now  had  no  one  to  love  him.  The  Children’s  Home  Societv 
took  him  in,  gave  him  a home  and  affection.  But  better  than  that— they  found  his  mother' 
bhe  had  a home  again  and  she  wanted  her  boy.  So  he  went  home  to.  his  own  people  “and 
lived  happy  ever  after.”  ^ 

Isn’t  that  the  stuff  that  fairy  tales  are  made  of?  And  yet  it  is  true;  it  happened  to  a real 
boy,  not  somebody  in  a book. 


Let  me  tell  you  another  true  story. 

“Once  upon  a time”  there  was  a little  baby  girl  whom  nobody  wanted.  Her  father 
wouldn  t even  claim  her  and  her  mother  went  away  and  left  her.  They  didn’t  bother  to  name 
the  little  baby;  so  somebody  called  her  “Faith,”  because  they  had  faith  that  somehow  this  help- 
less little  tot  would  be  given  a chance.  The  name  was  justified,  for  Faith’s  fairy  godmother 
waved  a wand  and  the  baby  had  all  the  things  that  she  had  lacked — a.  soft  crib,  clean,  sweet 
clothes,  milk  to  nourish  her  and — wonder  of  wonders — a loving  father  and  mother! 

You  are  going  to  say  that  this  really  is  a fairy  story,  but  wait  until  you  know  the  secret 
of  it.  The  fairy  godmother  was  the  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida. 

Will  you  listen  to  one  mere  fairy  tale? 

“Once  upon  a time”  there  were  two  little  children,  a brother  and  sister,  named  Edward 
and  Edith.  These  two  children  loved  each  other  very  much  indeed  and  they  used  to  talk  to 
each  other  about  many  things  that  puzzled  them.  They  wondered  why  the  police  had  taken 
their  father  away  just  when  he  had  gotten  some  money  for  them.  They  could  not  understand 
why  their  mother  would  sometimes  hug  them  and  kiss  them  and  sometimes  look  at  them  so 
strangely.  They  noticed  that  this  was  after  she  had  taken  some  powders  that  she  always  kept 
hidden.  They  asked  each  other  why  she  often  went  away  in  automobiles  and  left  them  alone 
until  late , at  night.  They  did  not  know  why  they  were  sometimes  hungry  or  why  other 
children’s  mothers  would  not  let  them  play  with  their  children.  Most  of  all  they  wondered 
why  a lady  came  and  got  them  and  took  them  to  a big  house  where  there  were  lots  of  other 
children.  They  noticed  that  there  was  a little  sign  in  front  of  this  house  that  read  “Receiving 
Home — Southeastern  Branch  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida.”  Pretty  soon  the  brother  and 
sister  were  so  busy  playing  with  the  other  children  and  studying  their  books  and  doing  their 
share  of  the  duties  at  the  Home,  that  they  stopp_ed  wondering  about  all  the  things  that  had 
puzzled  their  heads.  But  there  was  still  something  lacking.  Edward  and  Edith  longed  for 
something,  they  weren’t  quite  sure  what.  Then  after  a while  a wonderful  thing  happened. 
They  went  to  a NEW  HOME — a really  truly  home.  They  belonged  to  it  and  it  belonged  to 
them.  Anyway,  that’s  what  their  new  Papa  and  Mama  told  them.  And  when  Papa  put  his 
hand  on  Edward’s  shoulder  and  called  him  “Son;”  and  when  Mama  held  “her  darling  Edith” 
in  her  lap — why  you  just  knew  what  they  said  was  true.  And  so — “they  lived  happy  ever 
after.” 

The  stories  of  these  children  are  typical  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  Southeastern 
Branch  of  the  Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida,  but  they  are  only  four  of  the  312  children 
that  have  received  the  aid,  care  and  advice  of  the  newest  branch  of  Florida’s  Greatest  Charity. 
These  children  have  come  from  many  states  and  in  some  instances — as  that  of  little  Walter — 
have  gone  back  to  other  states,  but  The  Children’s  Home  Society  has  rendered  some  service 
to  each  of  them.  Since  the  population  in  this  section  of  the  state  is  largely  transient,  the 
problems  here  are  not  always  quite  the  same  as  in  the  rest  of  Florida,  or  there  is  a larger 
proportion  of  some  problems,  such  as  temporary  care,  than  in  the  older  sections  of  the  state. 


The  Southeastern  Branch  started  the  year  1926  with  only  a few  children  under  its  care, 
as  follows: 

32  under  supervision  in  familj^  homes. 

9 under  supervision  in  boarding  homes. 

3 under  supervision  for  out-of-state  agencies. 

6 cases  pending. 

50  total. 

Of  the  six  cases  pending: 

1 was  legally  committed. 

1 was  placed  in  family  boarding  home. 

1 was  boarded  in  Receiving  Home. 

3 were  cared  for  temporarily  in  Receiving  Home. 

Of  the  312  new  children  reported: 

11  were  committed  legally. 

51  were  placed  in  family  boarding  homes. 

10  were  referred  to  special  agencies  for  relief,  to  hospitals,  clinics,  etc. 

19  were  cared  for  temporarily  in  Receiving  Home  while  mother  was  in  hospital,  or  pending 
family  reaajustment,  etc 
16  were  boarded  in  Receiving  Home. 

33  were  given  temporary  care  in  Receiving  Home  for  other  agencies. 

30  were  involved  in  investigations,  super\-ision  visits,  etc.,  for  agencies  outside  Southeastern 
District  (includes  8 from  Jacksonville  oflhce). 

11  were  placed  under  supervision  from  Jacksonville  office. 

13  were  referred  to  Juvenile  Court  because  of  neglect,  unfitness  of  homes,  etc. 

82  were  given  advice,  information  and  help  in  the  direction  of  plans. 

7 were  referred  to  boarding  homes,  daj^  nursery,  schools,  etc. 

7 were  aided  by  straightening  out  family  difficulties. 

3 were  referred  to  special  institutions. 

1 legal  ward  transferred  from  Jacksonville. 

18  were  pending  awaiting  completion  of  investigation  or  plans  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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Beside  these  staunch  supporters  the  Society  has  had  many  friends  throughout  the  district. 
The  Lions  Club  not  only  materially  helped  to  start  us  on  our  way,  but  have  ever  since,  indi- 
vidually and  as  a unit,  aided  us  in  many  ways.  We  feel  forever  indebted  to  them  and  wish 
publicly  to  express  our  gratitude.  The  Business  and  Professional  Women’s  Club,  the  Needle- 
work Guild  and  many  others  helped  to  furnish  our  Receiving  Home.  The  American  Legion 
and  various  other  organizations  have  since  given  very  material  assistance.  Women’s  organiza- 
tions in  the  various  churches  have  sewed  for  us,  have  done  our  mending,  and  have  helped 
in  numerous  ways. 

Indeed,  many  kind  friends  have  done  much  for  us.  Naturally  they  did  the  most  when 
our  needs  were  greatest — after  the  hurricane  of  September  eighteenth.  Our  lovely  new  Re- 
ceiving Home  stood  the  terrific  wind  and  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  escape  without  an  injury 
to  a single  child  or  worker;  but  our  roof  was  partly  blown  off,  many  things  were  water-soaked, 
the  awnings  and  screens  on  the  porches  which  surround  the  house  were  torn  to  tatters.  The 
yard  was  littered  with  wreckage  and  several  of  the  shade  trees  around  the  place  were  up- 
rooted. Our  Ford  car,  which  was  probably  needed  at  that  time  even  more  than  ever  before, 
was  almost  a total  wreck. 

In  spite  of  the  inconvenience,  discomfort  and  damage  caused  by  the  hurricane,  our  work 
went  on.  Immediately  after  the  storm  40  children  and  10  adults  were  given  shelter  at  the 
Receiving  Home.  Some  of  the  children  and  all  of  the  adults  remained  only  a few  days,  until 
they  could  find  dry  places  to  stay.  Others,  whose  homes  were  destroyed,  remained  for  longer 
periods.  We  felt,  in  giving  shelter  and  food  and  care  to  these  homeless  people,  and  especially 
the  little  children,  that  our  Society  was  merely  doing  its  bit  in  this  trying  time.  But  we  feel 
that  many  others  did  more  than  their  bit,  as  was  demonstrated  by  the  readiness  with  which  or- 
ganizations and  individuals  assisted  in  repairing  the  damage  done  to  the  Home,  replaced  our 
car,  gave  food  and  money  and  supplies  and  their  personal  services.  Very  real  and  material 
assistance  was  rendered  by  the  Burdine’s  Employees  Protective  Association,  the  Citizens  Relief 
Committee,  the  Lions  Club,  the  Herald  Relief  Committee,  the  Elks  Club  and  many  other  or- 
ganizations and  individuals.  Our  sincere  gratitude  and  heartfelt  thanks  are  extended  to  them. 


We  find  people  very  good.  They  have  helped  us  in  time  of  distress  and  also  day  by  day 
in  the  ordinary  routine  of  life.  Although  we  cannot  say  “thank  you”  to  them  every  day,  we 
feel  constantly  grateful  to  them.  Dr.  W.  S.  Coleman,  Dr.  Robert  W.  Preston  and  Dr,  Frank 
Davis  have  given  much  of  their  valuable  time  and  services  to  us,  making  frequent  visits  to 
the  Receiving  Home  and  examining  children  at  their  offices.  Dr.  W.  J,  Vinson  has  examined 
our  children’s  eyes  and  throats  and  has  removed  tonsils  and  adenoids  when  necessary.  Dr. 
Raymond  Fisher  has  given  dental  service  to  all  our  children.  Dr.  Verona  Radel  has  been  of 
real  help  in  giving  osteopathic  treatment  to  some  of  our  children.  The  Child  Guidance  Clinic, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Tom  Williams,  Psychiatrist;  the  City  Clinic;  City  Laboratory,  and 
Jackson  Memorial  Hospital  have  also  aided  us  to  keep  our  children  physically  and  mentally 
normal. 


The  Seybold  Baking 
Company  has  furnished  us 
with  bread  free  of  charge. 
Many  of  the  stores  and  sup- 
ply houses  have  given  us 
generous  discounts  on  pur- 
chases. The  LaSalle  Beauty 
Parlor  has  furnished  us  with 
free  haircuts.

At  Thanksgiving  every- 
one was  even  more  generous 
than  ever  before.  The 
American  Legion  and  some 
of  our  other  good  friends 
supplied  a bountiful  Thanks- 
giving dinner  with  everything 
from  turkey  to  pumpkin  pie. 
It  was  a wonderful  exper- 
ience to  children  who  had 
known  the  meaning  of  hun- 
ger.

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But  the  crowning  joy  of  the  year  was  Christmas.  There  was  never  such  a Christmas 
before!  There  were  Christmas  trees — ^one  in  the  house  and  one  on  the  lawn — there  were  toys 
galore  and  fruit,  candy  and  nuts;  there  were  socks  and  ties  and  sweaters,  and  gifts  even 
more  useful  and  substantial.  There  were  exercises  on  the  lawn,  the  telling  of  the  Christmas 
story  and  the  singing  of  Christmas  carols — and  Santa  Claus  himself  appeared.  Every  bit  of 
this  abundant  joy  was  given  to  our  children  by  the  kind-hearted  people  of  the  Southeastern 
District.  We  are  particularly  indebted  to  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Lions  Club, 
the  Woman’s  Auxiliary  to  the  American  Legion  of  Coconut  Grove,  the  girls  and  boys  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  and  to  our  old  friend,  Mr.  Louis  Burgess.  Especial  mention  should  be 
made  to  the  wonderful  way  in  which  Mr.  O.  M.  Drebert  and  his  friends  answered  the  Santa 
Claus  letters.  We  have  tried  to  thank  all  these  joy-bringers,  but  words  are  inadequate  to  ex- 
press the  extent  of  our  gratitude.  We  hope  the  knowledge  that  they  brought  gladness  to  little 
children  will  reward  them  for  their  services. 


The  children  in  the  Receiving  Home  attend  the  public  schools,  and  we  have  found  the 
teachers  and  principals  always  understanding  and  co-operative.  This  is  also  true  of  the  other 
social  agencies  in  the  district.  Because  of  their  attitude  of  ready  co-operation  we  have  been 
able  to  care  for  the  needy  children  who  have  come  to  our  attention  more  intelligently  and 
more  thoroughly  than  we  otherwise  could  have  done. 


As  District  Superintendent,  I feel  that  I cannot  say  too  much  in  praise  of  the  loyal  and 
efficient  workers  in  the  Southeastern  Branch.  Mrs.  Florence  P.  Carmack,  who  assumed  the 

position  of  Field  Worker  April  12th,  brought  to  the  work  years  of  experience  with  the  Red 

Cross  and  the  Georgia  Children’s  Home  Society.  She  has  constantly  shown  her  ability,  intel- 
ligence and  untiring  zeal.  Miss  Ann  Paulson  was  our  very  efficient  Office  Secretary  from  the 
beginning  of  the  year  until  the  1st  of  April,  when  she  returned  to  her  home  in  the  North  and 
was  succeeded  by  Miss  Kathryn  M.  Smith.  Miss  Smith’s  interest,  loyalty  and  efficiency 
have  made  her  a very  real  part  of  our  organization.  The  workers  at  the  Receiving  Home 
deserve  more  than  a word  of  praise.  It  is  upon  them  that  the  actual  care  of  the  children  rests. 
They  all — Mrs.  Eugenia  Adams,  Matron  in  Charge;  Miss  Edna  Jones,  Assistant  Matron; 
Mrs.  Emma  Euge,  Nursery  Matron,  and  Mrs.  Effie  Marshall,  Kitchen  Matron — have  shown 
unusual  and  unceasing  interest  in  the  work  and  in  the  individual  children.  They  have 
mothered  them,  trained  them,  taught  them,  cared  for  them,  understandingly,  kindly  and 

lovingly.  We  trust  that  they  are  repaid  by  the  love  the  children  have  for  them. 

We  feel  that  if,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1926,  the  Southeastern  Branch  of  The 

Children’s  Home  Society  of  Florida  has  done  something  toward  making  little  children  happier 
and  toward  starting  their  footsteps  in  the  direction  of  good  citizenship,  the  year  has  not  been 
spent  in  vain.

(homes  that  are  not  complete,  for  no  home  is  normal  or  complete  without  children), 
that  we  are  hoping  real  soon  will  decide  to  take  some  of  our  homeless  children. 

There  is  no  greater  service  under  Heaven — just  can’t  be.  Won't  you  and  your 
wife  write  our  State  Superintendent  for  full  information  as  to  how  to  secure  some 
fine  children  for  your  home  ? Please ! 

We  will  give  full  social  history  of  child,  and  give  you  a full  year  with  the  child 
in  your  home,  before  we  will  require  any  permanent  arrangement  or  permit  legal 
adoption. 

Do  not  put  it  off — please — do  it  now,  while  it  is  on  your  mind.

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Our  Mental  and  Child  Study  Department 

We  are  glad  to  present  herewith  just  a brief  statement  of  the  work  accomplished 
by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Hallett  Howe,  our  psychologist,  who  for  the  past  several  months 
has  been  in  charge  of  our  Mental  and  Child  Study  Department. 

We  feel  that  it  is  just  as  essential  that  we  be  able  to  report  to  families  who  apply 
to  us  for  children  on  the  mental,  temperamental,  dispositional  and  habit  side  of  the 
child’s  life,  as  it  is  to  be  able  to  report  on  the  child’s  physical  condition,  dental  con- 
dition, family  history,  medical  history,  etc. 

Folks  want  to  know,  and  have  a right  to  know  the  child’s  intelligence  quotient, 
his  disposition,  his  temperament,  his  likes  and  dislikes,  his  strong  and  weak  points, 
his  habits,  his  inclinations,  etc. 

Mrs.  Howe’s  job,  aside  from  the  making  of  these  mental  tests  of  every  child 
that  comes  under  our  care,  is  to  study  the  child  from  every  angle,  and  give  us  a 
report  on  the  child,  as  to  the  points  just  mentioned.  We  regard  her  work  as  most 
essential.

Our  Boarding  Home  Department 

Our  Receiving  Homes  have  become  so  congested  during  the  past  two  or  three 
years,  particularly  during  the  past  year,  that  we  are  compelled  to  place  scores  of  the 
children  that  come  to  us  as  legal  wards,  (and  that  should  be  cared  for  in  our  Receiving 

Homes),  out  in  selected 
family  boarding  homes,  most 
of  these  being  in  Duval  and 
Dade  Counties.  We  are 
averaging  about  150  children 
per  week  in  boarding  homes, 
at  a cost  of  from  five  to  ten 
dollars  per  child,  depending 
upon  the  condition  of  the 
child,  and  the  type  of  care 
needed.  Figure  this  out  for 
yourselves,  and  you  will  see 
that  even  at  the  minimum  of 
five  dollars  per  week,  this 
would  mean  an  expenditure 
of  $750  per  week,  $3,000  per 
month,  or  $36,000  per  year. 

A group  of  our  Boarding  Home  kiddies 
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Add  to  this  the  salaries  of  two  full-time  workers,  the  upkeep  of  two  Ford  cars, 
the  cost  of  shoes,  clothing,  school  supplies,  medical  and  dental  care,  etc.,  and  we  will 
have  expended  practically  $50,000  a year  in  this  one  department  of  our  work,  or  over 
ten  times  as  much  as  the  Society’s  whole  budget  when  I took  charge  of  the  work 
sixteen  years  ago,  the  total  amount  raised  that  year  being  less  than  $4,000. 

Following  is  a brief  report  of  some  of  the  medical  services  rendered  by  our  City 
Workers  and  our  Boarding  Home  Department.

This 
is  no  small  service — we  appreciate  it  very  greatly. 

We  are  proud  of  the  fine  women  here  and  there  who  have  made  and  mended 
garments  for  us,  and  for  every  service  or  contribution  of  any  kind  from  everybody, 
we  cannot  enumerate  them  all,  but  we  appreciate  every  big  and  every  small  help  of 
every  kind,  from  everybody.

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St,  Fetershurg  Friends  Give  Over  $11^000  to  Help  Wipe 
Out  $23,000  Deficit  and  Save  Our  Great  Work 

Last  October  our  Society  faced  a deficit  of  over  $23,000,  the  largest  deficit  we 
have  ever  had  in  the  history  of  our  work,  our  necessary  expenditures  for  the  ten 
months  having  exceeded  our  income  by  that  amount. 

We  were  greatly  distressed,  and  sent  out  urgent  telegrams  and  letters  to  our 
friends  and  contributors  all  through  the  State  for  immediate  financial  aid.  We  are 
glad  to  report  that  the  generous  response  that  came  during  the  months  of  October, 
November  and  December  has  entirely  wiped  out  that  deficit,  and  we  start  the  work 
of  the  New  Year  with  a small  surplus  in  our  operating  fund. 

The  greatest  single  contribution  in  wiping  out  our  deficit,  and  in  saving  our  great 
work,  was  the  unusually  successful  campaign  for  funds  at  St.  Petersburg,  Florida, 
under  the  leadership  of  H.  L.  Ermatinger  as  Chairman,  with  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  His  Honor,  Mayor  R.  S.  Pearce,  Major  Lew  B.  Brown  of  the  St.  Petersburg- 
Independent,  the  Civic  Clubs,  Churches,  Lodges,  Klu  Klux  Klan,  Fire  and  Police 
Department,  employees  of  every  large  commercial  enterprise  in  the  city,  employees  of 
every  department  of  the  City  Government,  the  support  of  the  newspapers.  Boy  Scouts, 
Ladies  Organizations,  etc. 

The  idea  of  having  a small  campaign  originated  with  Major  Lew  B.  Brown, 
Editor  of  The  Independent,  who  called  in  Mayor  Pearce,  who  in  turn  persuaded  Mr. 
Ermatinger  to  accept  the  chairmanship  of  the  special  campaign  committee,  who  later 
raised  the  quota  from  two  thousand  to  five  and  later  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
finally  succeeded  in  securing,  with  what  was  sent  in  directly  to  our  office,  as  a result 
of  the  campaign,  a total  of  over  Eleven  Thousand  Dollars. 

There  are  no  words  that  we  can  use  that  will  in  any  adequate  manner  describe 
the  real  gratitude  that  fills  our  hearts  for  this  wonderful  demonstration  in  and  sup- 
port of  our  Society  and  its  absolutely  necessary  service  to  Florida’s  little  children 
in  need.  This  very  generous  aid,  coming  just  when  it  did,  was  a real  lifesaver  in 
response  to  our  S.  O.  S.  call  for  aid. 


Our  Directors  in  Ocala,  Gainesville,  Quincy,  Sanford, 
Eustis,  Live  Oak,  Daytona  Beach,  Madison,  and 
Lake  City  Help  in  Raising  Funds 
to  Wipe  Out  Deficit 

In  our  special  effort  to  secure  funds  to  wipe  out  the  deficit  and  to  continue  our 
great  service,  we  called  upon  our  Board  of  Directors  throughout  the  State,  to  help  us, 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  asking  each  of  these  Directors  to  raise  One  Thousand 
Dollars  for  us,  through  local  civic  clubs  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  Charles  S.  Cullen  of  Ocala  was  the  first  to  respond  and  the  only  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  to  secure  the  full  amount  asked  for,  the  total  amount  received 
from  Mr.  Cullen’s  effort  being  over  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars.  Mr.  H.  A.  Ferran 
of  Eustis,  raised  several  hundred  dollars,  as  did  Professor  A.  A.  Murphree  of  Gaines- 
ville, with  the  active  aid  of  the  Rotary  Club  there,  also  Hon.  D.  L.  Thrasher  of 
Sanford,  Dr.  R.  B.  Harkness  of  Lake  City,  Mr.  Meade  A.  Love  of  Quincy,  Mr.  F.  J. 
Niver  of  Daytona  Beach;  smaller  amounts  "being,  sent  in  by  former  Governor  Cary 
A.  Hardee  of  Live  Oak,,^A.  Livingston",  Jr-.,  of  !Madison. 

We  are  deeply  iridebted_  to  each  of  these  niembers  of  oqr  Board  for  their  aid, 
and  to  all  of  the  gpod  frjerids  who  responded  to  their  appeals  for  our  children  in  need. 
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Jacksonville  Directors  and  Women  of  the 
Advisory  Board  Help  Too 

Because  we  did  not  secure  the  full  amount  of  our  quota  from  the  Community 
Chest  in  Jacksonville  last  year,  it  became  necessary  for  a special  fund  to  be  raised  to 
do  some  repairing,  painting,  papering,  etc.,  at  our  School  and  Boys  Dormitory  Build- 
ing, which  could  not  wait  for  another  year,  therefore,  the  members  of  our  Women’s 
Advisory  Board,  were  asked  to  give  or  secure  One  Thousand  Dollars  for  this  special 
purpose.  I am  glad  to  report  a total  of  $1,065  paid  in  cash,  and  that  most  of  the 
repairs,  papering,  painting,  etc.,  has  been  done.  May  I say  a very  definite  word  of 
gratitude  to  each  of  you  who  aided  in  raising  this  special  fund  for  us? 


Our  Bequests  for  1926  Amounted  to  $49,336.93 

The  second  largest  bequest  that  has  ever  been  made  to  our  Society  was  made  in 
the  will  of  the  late  D.  P.  Davis  of  Tampa,  Florida,  the  noted  developer  of  Davis 
Islands  and  Davis  Shores.  Mr.  Davis  was  a friend  of  our  Society  and  its  work  for 
many  years,  and  had  a great  confidence  in  our  Society,  its  Directors  and  workers. 

Mr.  Davis  bequeathed  $25,000  to  our  Society,  which  we  hope  will  be  paid  to  us 
by  the  Executors  of  his  estate  in  due  time.  We  are  proud  of  this  large  bequest  and 
trust  that  others  of  our  friends  will  follow  the  example  of  our  friend,  Mr.  Davis. 

We  have  mentioned  elsewhere  in  our  report  the  very  unusual  gift  from  our  aged 
messenger  boy  friend,  Mr.  Louis  Burgess,  who  gave  us  in  connection  with  our  Miami 
Branch,  stocks  worth  $12,000.

Death  Takes  Two  Real  Friends 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  Mrs.  G.  D.  Ackerly,  for  many  years  a member  of 
our  Woman’s  Advisory  Board,  and  one  of  the  most  loyal  friends  our  Society 
has  ever  had.  Mrs.  Ackerly  is  the  first  member  of  our  Woman’s  Advisory 
Board  to  pass  away,  during  all  the  years  that  that  group  of  fine  women  has 
served  our  Society.  She  will  be  greatly  missed  at  their  meetings,  but  the 
memory  of  her  life  of  unselfishness  and  willing  service  will  remain  with  us 
always. 

We  have  also  suffered  a genuine  loss  in  the  passing  of  Honorable  Fred  T. 
Myers  of  Tallahassee,  for  many  years  a member  of  our  Board  of  Directors, 
and  a loyal  friend  and  contributor,  always  ready  to  say  a good  word  for  us, 
and  ready  to  lend  a helping  hand.  His  last  important  service  was  as  special 
attorney  for  our  Society  together  with  Mr.  Francis  M.  Holt  of  Jacksonville, 
in  the  only  case  that  has  ever  been  brought  against  our  Society  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Florida.  He  helped  us  win  that  case.  Mr  Myers  was  a Southern 
gentleman,  a fine  character,  a distinguished  lawyer,  a citizen  worthy  of 
emulation.  His  place  will  be  very  hard  to  fill. 


The  Year  Ahead 

Because  of  the  continued  unfavorable  real  estate  situation,  the  resultant  State-wide 
effect  of  the  storm  disaster,  the  unfortunate  citrus  fruit  market,  and  other  situations 
that  are  not  particularly  favorable  at  present,  we  probably  must  expect  a continuance 
of  a reduced  income,  more  children  to  care  for,  and  fewer  families  willing  to  accept 
our  children.  This  means  the  utmost  economy  in  every  department  of  our  work, 
which  we  shall  try  rigidly  to  enforce. 

In  this  connection  may  I say  frankly,  that  we  are  now  doing  our  work  with  a 
much  smaller  number  of  workers  in  every  department  of  our  work  than  we  really 
need,  and  are  over-working  every  one  of  our  workers  in  the  office  and  in  the  field,  to 
the  extent  that  it  is  surprising  that  they  are  able  to  keep  up  under  the  stress  and  strain. 
Nor  are  we  doing  the  work  as  promptly  as  it  should  be  done,  or  as  carefully  as  we 
would  like  to  do  it.  We  need  additional  workers  in  the  office,  in  the  field,  and  in  our 
City  Field  and  Boarding  Home  work  badly,  but  we  shall  try  to  carry  on  a while 
longer  on  the  present  basis,  in  the  hope  that  financial  conditions  will  soon  be  improved, 
and  that  we  can  have  the  added  workers  so  greatly  needed. 
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We  startle  present  year  with  889  children  on  hand,  under  care  and  supervision, 
m eceivmg  Home,  Boarding  Homes,  Hospitals,  special  schools  and  institutions,  and 
m family  homes. 

we  started  the  year  with  623  children  on  hand,  which  means  that  we 
start  the  present  year  with  266  more  children  than  we  did  last  year,  or  more  than 
thirty-three  per  cent  increase  in  one  year.  The  number  of  our  workers  has  only  in- 
crea^d  two  persons,  or  less  than  five  per  cent.,  these  figures  must  speak  for  themselves. 

Our  greatest  concern,  however,  should  be  to  make  some  immediate  provision  for 
the  proper  care,  education  and  training  of  our  older  boys.  The  conditions  at  present 
are  deplorable  to  put  it  mildly.  We  have  some  of  these  boys  at  the  Receiving  Home 
in  quarters  that  throw  these  older  boys  into  continuous  contact  with  younger  boys, 
that  means  a serious  problem  in  sex  habits,  morals,  discipline,  and  other  handicaps 
that  are  certainly  harmful,  rather  than  helpful.  We  have  little  or  nothing  for  these 
b^s  to  do,  and  no  proper  guidance  or  supervision  for  what  little  they  are  asked  to  do. 
They  cannot  play  in  any  normal  manner,  consequently  they  get  into  mischief,  and 
their  energies  are  spent  in  ways  that  are  only  conductive  to  deterioration.  Our  school 
facilities  are  poor  indeed.  Inasmuch  as  there  seems  to  be  no  early  likelihood  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  dispose  of  our  present  Receiving  Home  property,  or  our  Orange  Park 
property,  which  means  that  our  new  Receiving  Home  plant  is  a matter  of  conjecture 
entirely.  I desire  to  suggest  that  we  consider  the  immediate  feasibility  of  fixing  up 
one  or  more  of  the  buildings  at  Orange  Park,  with  the  help  of  these  older  boys,  and 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  right  man  and  wife,  using  funds  from  the 
Henry  Estate  for  this  purpose.  The  situation  is  serious,  and  in  spite  of  what  may 
seem  to  be  adding  a great  deal  to  our  expenditures  at  a time  when  we  should  be  re- 
ducing expenditures,  I advocate  this  step,  at  once ; in  fact,  sometimes  I feel  that  with 
the  increased  numbers  of  unplaceable  children  that  we  must  provide  for,  we  had  better 
use  the  whole  Orange  Park  property  for  these  children,  and  reserve  our  present  or 
new  Receiving  Home  for  the  placeable  children. 

We  face  the  new  year,  therefore,  with  the  largest  family  of  children  we  have 
ever  had  under  our  care  and  supervision,  and  under  conditions  that  call  for  faith, 
courage,  and  a determination  to  overcome  the  problems  that  lie  before  us,  with  the 
assurance  that  the  years  in  the  past  should  bring  to  us,  that  in  Judge  Baker’s  words — 
“This  is  the  Lord’s  work,  and  he  will  not  permit  it  to  suffer.” 

With  a further  word  of  particular  gratitude  to  and  appreciation  of  my  co- 
workers, who  have  put  in  the  most  strenuous  and  effective  year  of  service  that  our 
Society  has  ever  called  upon  them  for,  and  who  have  been  efficient,  loyal  and  devoted, 
and  with  a keen  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  fine  support  of  our  Men’s  and  Women’s 
Boards,  and  with  an  abiding  gratitude  for  a Providence  that  has  guided  us  safely 
through  another  year,  and  with  a deep  thankfulness  for  every  aid  of  every  kind  from 
every  source,  I must  draw  this  report  to  a close  with  these  fine  words : 

'‘Give  Your  Best” 

There  are  loyal  hearts,  there  are  spirits  brave. 

There  are  souls  that  are  pure  and  true ; 

Then  give  to  the  world  the  best  you  have 
And  the  best  will  come  back  to  you. 

Give  love,  and  love  to  your  heart  will  flow,

rapidly  growing  work  of  our  Society  and  its  hundreds  of  little  ones,  the  best  that  is 
in  me  during  the  coming  year,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

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No  List  of  Contributors  This  Year 

Knowing  that  our  thousands  of  contributors  in  every  city,  town  and  hamlet  in 
Florida,  who  have  become  accustomed  to  turning  to  the  rear  portion  of  our  Annual 
Report  each  year  to  ascertain  whether  we  had  properly  credil?ed  the  amount  of  their 
contribution,  and  to  read  over  the  list  of  names  of  their  ne'ghbors  and  friends,  will 
wonder  why  we  are  not  publishing  the  list  this  year,  we  want  to  give  at  least  some 
of  our  reasons  for  not  doing  so. 

In  the  first  place,  and  chiefly,  because  the  number  of  contributors  has  grown  into 
so  many  thousands  that  it  costs  hundreds  of  dollars  to  print  the  long  list  of  names,  and 
the  weight  of  nearly  a hundred  pages  added  to  our  report  to  include  all  these  names, 
adds  hundreds  of  dollars  to  the  cost  of  postage  in  sending  out  the  report,  all  of  which 
we  feel  should  be  used  directly  in  the  care  of  homeless  and  needy  children. 

Secondly,  the  list  has  grown  so  long  that  we  doubt  if  many  or  any  of  our  con- 
tributors could  or  would  take  time  to  read  them. 

Thirdly,  it  has  come  to  our  attention  that  other  charitable  agencies  have  been  using 
our  list  of  contributors  to  solicit  funds  from,  thus  exposing  our  good  friends  to  many 
other  appeals  for  aid,  some  of  which  no  doubt  would  come  from  agencies  whose  work 
is  of  questionable  value. 

Fourth,  many  advertising  propositions,  some  good,  some  bad.  have  come  to  use  our 
list  of  contributors,  as  prospects,  to  sell  their  various  wares,  this  being  an  injustice  to 
our  contributors  and  friends. 

Fifth,  because  such  a list  is  really  unnecessary,  as  we  always  send  a receipt  and 
card  of  thanks  to  every  contributor  as  the  contributions  are  received,  and  no  further 
acknowledgment  is  necessary  in  a public  way. 

Sixth,  because  many  of  our  contributors  prefer  not  to  have  the  amounts  they  give 
made  public,  for  if  thev  give  largely,  everybody  floods  their  homes  and  officp  with 
appeals,  and  if  they  give  in  small  amounts,  folks  who  do  not  know  their  financial  con- 
dition may  unjustly  criticize. 

do  not  say  that  we  will  not  go  back  to  the  original  plan  at  some  other  time, 
for  we  know  it  has  many  values,  but  in  this  particular  year,  we  feel  we  should 
economize  in  every  possible  way.  Will  you  drop  us  a line  and  let  us  know  whether 
you  approve  or  disapprove  our  action?
